ESSRS. CHASE and SCHLINK— 
M a pair whose names suggest some 
of Dickens’ aptly christened char- 
acters—have delivered themselves of a dia- 
trabe against modern business sales meth- 
ods in an amusing and provoking book un- 
der the above title. They have apparently 
set out to prove that the ultimate consum- 
er, in America at least, is the hapless victim 
of every manufacturer, jobber, and retailer 
in the country. The impression distinctly 
created is that American business is flour- 
ishing on fraud, that substitute and shoddy 
yield exorbitant profits, that advertising is 
a great get-rich-quick scheme to mulct inno- 
cent purchasers, that the public is habitual- 
ly fooled and cheated. These conclusions 
are false and misleading. 


HE drug industries are so thoroughly ac- 
customed to being thrust into just such 
a pillory that nobody is going to wax wroth 
at the horrible examples of fraud and pro- 
fiteering which these authors draw from 
our midst. Throughout trade circles these 
trumped up charges are so familiar that 
our readers all know the correct answers, 
and since DruG MARKETS enjoys no popular 
circulation, it will not be worth our while 
to correct their mis-statements and tell the 
other half of their semi-truths. 


Bet these fiuent gentlemen have a solu- 
tion for all these problems which they 
put forward and which certainly are of 


rather pertinent interest to the manufac- 
turer of proprietary and toilet prepara- 
tions. They would have the United States 
Government set up standards of perfection 
for all things from tooth picks to houses 
in order that the ultimate consumer may be 
furnished with readymade specifications 
and accepted weights and measures for 
handy daily use. 


O industries have had more, or as 

direct, experience with this sort of 
Government work than have we, and 
while we are the first to admit that the 
Pure Food and Drug Law has, in the 
main, been beneficial to all concerned, we 
can assure these authors that such 
measures are not panaceas. Where there 
is deliberate attempt to defraud they cannot 
prevent it and they stimulate most amaz- 
ingly a dangerous and costly bureaucratic 
zeal in government officials. There are laws 
enough now to check and punish any form 
of business dishonesty; and we certainly 
need no more example of such wilful 
twisting of words as we have recently 
seen in the fanatical and expensive re- 
definition of ‘‘antiseptic.’’ 


HO was it that said, ‘‘What we need 
is less Government in business and 
more business in Government?’’ That is 
too true and too sane a saying to be lost. 
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PYRETHRUM AND PEPPERMINT 

Foreign speculators in pyrethrum flowers are 
making their annual effort to advance the market 
while the crop is being gathered. Shipment prices 
have been raised sharply, but little or no buying 
is being done. 

A similiar situation has arisen in peppermint oil 
and country prices are higher while the new crop 
is being distilled. The real difference between the 
advance for shipment of pyrethrum and the ad- 
vance of peppermint in the country is that practic- 
ally all dealers in peppermint oil are of the opin- 
ion that the advance is of a temporary nature, while 
several, but not all, of the crude drug dealers ex- 
press the opinion that pyrethrum prices will be es- 
tablished on a higher basis. 

One of the real reasons why the situation, in py- 
rethrum is uncertain is the lack of reliable statisties 
from Japan. The Japanese were never noted for 
giving out authentic information regarding their 
business, and the pyrethrum.market is no exception 
to this rule. Dealers and large consumers in this 
country, however, are not likely to be fooled by a 
bald effort to lift a market in advance of the mar- 
keting period, and many point to the weak condi- 
tion of Japan’s finances as proof positive that no 
such attempt can succeed. With the entry of real 
large concerns in this country into the manufacture 
of insect sprays has come about the practice of hav- 
ing supplies of pyrethrum on hand sufficient for 
a year’s consumption, and that promises to be a 
contributing factor to the failure of the scheme. 

However, consumption of pyrethrum is increas- 
ing and there may very likely come a time when the 
finances of Japan are in better condition. At such 
a time, increasing consumption and lack of reliable 
facts on crop and carry-over are the best jack for 
raising prices. There is every likelihood that 
future years may readily bring a runaway market 
such as has occurred in Japanese menthol and even 
in our own American peppermint oil. 


FINDING THE FACTS 

Open recognition by manufacturers that price 
cutting is an established factor in drug trade mer- 
chandising; attempts to stiffen price maintenance 
by means of new size and different price; radical 
change of an old style label and trade mark to con- 
form with the more artistic ideas of modern eon- 
tainers; and the introduction of goods to the con- 
sumer through the chain stores—none of these new. 
Many manufacturers in the medicinal and _ toilet 
preparations field have at different times done all 
of these things, sometimes more than one of them 
coincidently. 

But that a manufacturer with an old established 
brand who finds price eutting so prevalent that 
retailers find no incentive to handle his goods 
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should boldly adopt all four of these methods at one 
time frankly with the purpose of making a larger 
scale experiment in merchandising practice is dis- 
tinetly novel. It is a courageous move and one that 
deserves the study of other makers in these fields, 
for the proprietors of Lyons Tooth Powder are work- 
ing definite.y upon what is a new basic principle. 
They are taking their own medicine by actual test 
out in the trade and their fellow-manufacturers 
wiil watch with keen interest the results which they 
obtain. 





Edueation of retailers as to what they sacrifice 
in profits by cutting prices is the means resorted to 
by the MeClaren Rubber Co. in an advertising ef- 
fort to have its prices maintained. The advertise- 
ment states ‘‘ Every time you cut your selling price 
five per cent, you must do twelve and one-half per 
cent more business to put the same amount of 
money in the eash register. Cut your price ten 
per cent and you must do fifty per cent more bus- 
iness, cut it fifteen per cent and you must do one 
hundred and twelve and one-half per cent more in 
order to bring in the same gross income.’’ A reali- 
zation of facts such as these on the part of the re- 
tailer should bring marked results in reducing the 
number of price cutters. While the theory of large 
volume of business and small profits may be one of 
the real factors in the success of American business, 
there is a limit to everything and that limit may 
well be determined. 


| Ten Years Ago | 


(From Drug and Chemical Markets, Aug. 22, 1917) 

American made salvarsan is about to be placed on the 
market by H. A. Metz Laboratories where it is being 
manufactured under the direction of Dr. G. P. Metz, who 
was instructed in the process of manufacture at Hoechst, 
Germany. The company states that the material cor- 
responds in every detail to the standards set by the 
late Dr. Paul Ehrlich, and is the only product made by 
the processes employed at the Hoescht works. 

Quinine is more active among second hands, several 
sales being reported at 76c an ounce. 

Morphine salts were advanced very sharply by manu- 
facturers during the week, the rise amounting to about 
1 per ounce. 

The general trend of prices of drugs and chemicals 
is being reflected in the proprietary drug trade. Manu- 
facturers of well known remedies have been compelled 
to advance their prices in accordance with the increased 
cost of raw materials. During the past six months most 
of the domestic proprietary preparations have been ad- 
vanced 10 to 40 per cent. 

Peppermint oil is reported to be selling at $3.00 per 
pound in Michigan. Production of mint has been on 
the decline for three years, and some growers point out 
that in order to be on a parity with other crops, it 
should be selling at $4.00 per pound.

Hold the Advance? 


ITH the crop of pyrethrum 

flowers being gathered in 

Japan and Dalmatia, prices 
for shipment from both countries 
have advanced and the situation at 
this time is very strong, some fac- 
tors forecasting still further increases 
in prices and not for a moment see- 
ing any possibility of easiness. Others 
lay the cause of the present strong 
market at the door of speculators 
abroad and claim that visible supplies 
do not warrant any such strength. 

Strength in the foreign markets at 
this time is not surprising as the 
time for the marketing of the crop by foreign factors to 
dealers in other countries is fast approaching. Loans to 
factors in primary markets will be called by the banks 
during the coming Fall and early Winter, and consequently 
the crop must be committed during late September, October, 
November at the latest. This will enable shipments to be 
taken in by dealers in this country during December and 
the first few months of 1928, and buying by consumers in 
this country will take place as shipments are arriving. 
Thus goods will be in the hands of the consumers in time 
for them to prepare their goods for the Spring and Sum- 
mer demand. 

Crops of} pyrethrum, both in Japan and Dalmatia, are 
sold by the farmers to speculators, as is the case with 
most natural crops.The speculators in most cases contract 
for the sale of a large portion of their goods to dealers 
in this and other countries. It is not uncommon practice 
for prices to be raised sharply after contracts have been 
made. It is also not uncommon practice for these factors

abroad to default on these contracts 
made at lower prices, thus forcing 
dealers in this and other countries in- 
to the market to cover at the higher 
prices. 

The market is naturally played by 
the foreign factors for all it will 
stand and the fact that it is practical- 
ly impossible to obtain authentic sta- 
tistics works very much to their ad- 
vantage. Despite the size of the 
crop or the size of the carryover, it 
is perfectly possible to rig the mar- 
ket abroad so that prices will be 
high. Whether or not the size of the 
carryover is increased has little bearing, the demand is in- 
creasing throughout the world and factors in possession of 
supplies can generally play a waiting attitude. 

But there is a real fly in the ointment of the speculators 
in Japan this year, and that is the weak financial conditions 
in that country. It is comparatively easy for speculators to 
obtain financing while the crop is being gathered, but with 
the banks in their present condition, it is not likely that 
they will wait very long for their money and thus specula- 
tors will be forced to market their holdings soon after 
gathering ceases. For this reason many factors anticipate 
sharply lower prices in the Fall due to the fact that the 
pressure will be from the selling side rather than from the 
dealers who are buying. 

It is well known that several, if not all of the large manu- 
facturers of sprays have covered their requirements for a 
full year, and are now in possession of stocks sufficient 
to see them through to next Summer. Thus any attempt 
on the part of speculators abroad to force consumers into

The above price chart shows that prices today are not high 
when the period from 1918-1926 is considered. 
the market at high prices will be doomed to failure. 

Japanese flowers make up probably eighty per cent of 
the total consumption in this country. Today shipment 
prices for Japanese flowers are given all the way from 19 
cents per pound to 22 cents per pound. This would mean 
a spot price for powder of 25 cents to 28 cents per pound. 
Dalmatian flowers are quoted at 2514 cents per pound for 
shipment, making the spot price for powder 31 cents to 
32 cents per pound. 

A study of the accompanying price chart giving prices 
for Japanese flowers f. o. b. Kobe shows that present 
prices are not high when compared against a long period. 
In‘fact it was stated by a leading dealer in this country 
that prices were approaching what he termed “normal”. 
The year 1926 saw the greatest imports into this country for 
all time, reaching a total of 9,852,850 pounds, and during that 
year prices were abnormally low. The first half of 1927 
saw total imports into this country of 5,503,636 pounds, 
which indicates that 1927 will establish still a new record. 

The recent circular issued by the Department of Com- 
merce on Japanese pyrethrum stated that at the general 
meeting of planters, merchants and brokers in Japan held 
last April, it was estimated that the new crop would bring 
a price of approximately 19.07 cents per pound c. i. f. New 
York. The circular states further that as some of the es- 
timates submitted were excessively high, exporters thought 
that prices for the new crop will range from 13 cents to 15 
cents per pound c. i. f. New York. 

The Department circular also gave estimates of: the new 
crop as forecast last April which in the opinion of Tapanese 
exporters would reach 5,000 tons. It is stated that farmers 
were greatly discouraged by the drop in prices during 
June and August 1926 and consequently have greatly cur- 
tailed planting this year. The’balance of the old crop at 
that time was given as 4,100 tons, and with a domestic 
consumption in Japan of 2,500 tons, and exports of 800 
tons up to that time this would give an exportable surplus 
of 5,800 tons. Exports of flowers from Kobe during 1926 
were only 3,258 tons, and during the first four months of 
1927 they totaled 1,344 tons. Thus during 1927 exports 
would total approximately 4,032 tons. At this rates the es- 
timates of April indicate some 1,800 tons available in excess 
of the probable demand. 

From such statistics as are available it would not appear 
that the situation is such that it will be definitely decided 
by those facts alone. There is an apparent carryover but it 
is small enough so that the market can easily be controlled 
with sufficient backing. Markets have been rigged before 
with a far greater percentage of surplus. The outstanding 
facts in favor of the buyer, however, are the present weak 
condition of banks in Japan and the well supplied condi- 
tion of the real large consumers in this country. Consum-

allowances enabling the retailer to cut the price to 47 
cents. This last figure represents the rock bottom price 
which the company intends to maintain. 

Their old package of two and a half ounces was sold 
at the full retail price of 25 cents and although vigorous 
efforts were made to maintain this price, their product 
was the subject of severe price wars in the hands of 
retailers which in many cases brought the retail price 
down to a point below the manufacturer’s lowest figure. 
The management recognized the danger to their product 
for it generally becomes priced to the public at a figure 
which allows the retailer no profit. 

The new can is a radical departure in style and color- 
ing from the old Lyons container, one of the oldest 
and most famous of all dentrifice packages. The new 
experiment will therefore test at once not only the 
feasability of allowing a price range but will also help 
settle the sharply disputed question of an old and es- 
tablished container and trademark on a _ proprietary 
preparation. 

During the course of the campaign, the smaller size 
will be gradually withdrawn from the market and while 
it is yet too early to ascertain its effectiveness, by strict 
enforcement, this may be a terminus for factors who 
have been searching for a measure to end the present 
shady practices. 

Another novelty in the marketing of this commodity 
is the fact that it was first distributed through retail 
chain store channels, differing from the usual method 
of merchandising direct through the service jobber. This 
outlet was employed by insisting on absolute adherence 
to the selling value and coupled with a liberal amount 
of advertising, brought about the desired results, namely, 
a rigid sustenance of the price, a hearty acceptance by 
the ultimate consumer and a fair profit for all concerned. 
Having satisfactorily controlled the chain store dealer, 
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the producers do not expect to encounter any difficulty 
among the independent retailers and a service jobbing 
campaign will be conducted and further missionary work 
will be extended, to familiarize the public with the new 
package. 


When they learned of its successful selling from chain 
store outlets, many wholesalers reacted with an urgent 
demand for the new style tin, either for something new 
to arouse interest in their own line or for further ma- 
terial to cut prices. The makers, regarded this as a 
signal victory, as such sales were made with the stipu- 
lated agreement that prices were to be held to the manu- 
facturer’s pleasure. In dealing with these wholesalers, 
if any evidence of price cutting is found, the factors will 
doubtlessly refuse to supply them and thus assure them- 
selves that sales are made within the designated range. 

In a short time, a complete survey of the progress of 
the plan will be made and this will. doubtlessly be of 
interest to many producers who have been affected by 
the sharp evils of price cutting. 


SPANISH MERCURY SALES 


Almaden mercury mine of Spain, which is said to domin- 
ate the mercury market of the world due to its low cost 
of production, will sell its output for the coming producing 
season early in September. The producing season runs from 
October 1 of one year to May 31 of the following year. 
The output for the past two years has been bought by 
Sociedad Espanola de Mercurio who obtained the concession 
in open bidding. The price the Sociedad paid the first year 
was £12 per flask, and the second year the price was £14. 
It is expected that bidding will be very keen this year for 
several reasons. In the first place, if the Sociedad obtains 
the concession for a third year it will have the option of 
renewing the contract indefinitely and thus holding control 
against other bidders at an equal price. If another bidder 
offers a greater price for the output after one factor has 
held the business for three years, the incumbent merely 
has to pay the same price. Thus it is certain that the So- 
ciedad will attempt to outbid any other factor even if they 
cannot foresee as great profits as they would like. 

Bidding will take place in early September but the price 
will not be made known until the middle of the month. 
It is stated that the mines have set a minimum price of 
£15 per flask for next season’s production. It is anticipated 
that the high bid will be close to £18. 

If these facts are correct there is no likelihood of any 
great change in mercury prices in this country for the com- 
ing year. If these prices are paid for mercury at the mines, 
prices in this country will certainly not go much below pres- 
ent levels at any time, and will probably be higher for the 
greater time. 

It is stated in some directions that the Almaden mine will 
produce 50,000 bottles during the coming producing season 
while only 38,000 bottles were produced in 1925. However 
this is doubted by leading factors here.

ers will buy only when, in their opinion, prices are right, or 
when they are in urgent need of supplies. Being in posses- 
sion of a year’s supplies puts consumers, when buying, in 
the same position as dealers, in that when they come into 
the market they can buy or not according to whether or not 
they think prices are right. This will have a decided 

depressing effect upon quotations to these consumers. 

Today consumers are generally out of the market and 
will not enter again until late this year and early next year. 
For this reason and for the reason that bank loans will be 
called promptly, most factors in this country believe that 
buying by dealers when the crop is unloaded during the 
Fall will be done at much lower prices than now prevail. 
It is certainly not to be expected that dealers will gamble 
on high prices being maintained throughout the whole next 
year, and/they naturally will buy only as sales are made 
to consumers if the present prices are maintained in Japan. 
This would not allow foreign speculators to unload until 
late this year or early next year, and its generally thought 
that their credit will not stand the strain.

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M hat Distribution System 


For Drug Manufacturers? 


66M HAVE read your editorial 
“Jobbing Service” in the July 

12th number of “Druc Mar- 

KETS” with considerable interest, and 
if the statement made in the first 
paragraph be true and inexorable it 
behooves the jobber to weigh care- 
fully and choose wisely which of the 
two masters, (manufacturer and re- 
taller) he will serve,” says H. B. 
Shattuck, of Abbott Laboratories 
who states his position as follows: 
“T am one who believes that the 

jobber has a very definite and very 
necessary place in the general dis- 
tribution of manufactured products. 
As I see the problem, no general job- 
ber can actually sell the thousand and 
one products of every manufacturer,

tense to a manufacturer of selling 
merchandise. It has always been our 
aim to cooperate with every manu- 
facturer who has created and is 
creating a consumer demand for his 
products. 

“We do not believe that it is the 
function of a wholesaler to perform 
a large selling service. There are 
many so-called service jobbers who 
maintain a considerable sales force 
who are calling on their respective 
customers at frequent intervals, but 
it is practically impossible for them 
in making these calls, to extend to 
any manufacturer any special sales 
service. 

“The number of manufacturers is 
very large and if a sales service is 
extended to one or more manufactur- 





and if he confines himself to one 
manufacturer then’ he is not a gen-

eral jobber but a distributor of the 
manufacturer. 

“Now, in the analysis of the distribution of a product do 
we start with the manufacturer, or should we start with the 
consumer of the product? I prefer to start with the con- 
sumer. It is not convenient or practical for a man in Saco, 
Maine, to send to Minneapolis for a bag of flour, but it 1s 
convenient to go to his grocer and order it. The grocer 
cannot afford the capital necessary to buy in large enough 
quantities direct from the manufacturer in Minneapolis, but 
he can afford and does buy from his nearby jobber in quan- 
tities that he can handle. 

“The jobber, by being a supply source to many retail- 
ers, can break up his large shipment into the requirements 
of the retailers, and thus the circuit is complete. 

“The retailer serves the needs of the consumer. The 
jobber serves the needs of the retailer. The manufacturer 
serves the needs of the jobber. Now the question arises, 
where is the proper place to put effort in increasing the 
use of a product—is it with the trade or with the consumer? 
It ig my candid opinion that the greatest distribution of 
any product will be obtained by the manufacturer going di- 
rect to the user of the product with a scientific and com- 
plete story of its virtues and all the various uses that can 
be made of it, which will create the demand, and then if 
the trade channels. as suggested above have justified their 
existence, the cycle will have been completed, and trade will 
go forward with greatest possible dispatch. 

“There are some products that from their nature go into 
quick and large distribution direct from manufacturer to 
consumer, but generally speaking the best service from all 
standpoints is obtained if the general distribution plan is 
followed, with all branches properly functioning.” 

J. H. Marshall, Northwestern Drug Co. expresses the 
following opinion. “Cooperative companies, of which the 
Northwestern Drug Co. is one, have never made a pre- 


“We believe that it is the logical 
thing for the manufacturer to create a consumer de- 
mand for his products. We believe that it is the func- 
tion of the wholesaler to distribute these products and 
to extend every possible aid to the manufacturer in 
the distribution of such advertising material as may 
be entrusted to his care, and to call attention to 
seasonable items through bulletins and letters at the 
logical time. Beyond this we do not believe that any 
wholesaler can go, and play fair with all of the manu- 
facturers with whom he is doing business. If a pretense 
is made of delivering a special service, it must be at the 
expense either of those who are not getting this service or 
the wholesaler is being extended special consideration for 
which he is giving nothing in return, and is not playing 
fair with the manufacturer, by accepting concessions under 
false pretenses. 

“We believe the manufacturers should get away from 
the idea that the wholesaler is a selling agency. They are 
distributors of merchandise, and can perform very little 
service other than this; but it is a big asset to a manu- 
facturer to be able to concentrate the distribution of his 
products through the hands of a few dealers, rather than 
being obliged to make this distribution to several thousands 
and carry separate accounts with each one of them as would 
be the case if these agencies were eliminated.” 

Service Jobbers Opinion 

“Jobping service as outlined in your editorial of July 
12th is a subject which has been very much discussed and is 
of considerable importance observes J. E. Speckel, of' C. 
S Littell & Co., who says further: 

“In my opinion there is but one solution, and that is 
that the manufacturer must select his distributors with 
great care, having in mind that overlapping is of little or 
no service to him and therefore reduces the economy of the 
transaction. For instance, we have in this vicinity approxi- 
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mately thirty-four distributors; this is entirely out of propor- 
tion to the territory. Distribution could be economically 
handled by from twelve to fifteen of the aforesaid distri- 
butors and the sales service would be rendered since the 
distributor would be assured of a reasonable selling profit. 

“In the knowledge of the writer, the retailers who are 
buying from cooperative houses are also forced to buy 
from the service jobber, as it does not pay the cooperative 
to carry a complete line, since, in order to give the dis- 
counts they do, a quick turnever is necessary, and slow 
moving items must be eliminated. Here enters the func- 
tion and value of the service jobbers. 

“The article further states that the: chain stores have 
disposed with the service of the jobber altogether. We 
know this is not true in this market as several of the larger 
chains are looking to service jobbers for a sizable quantity 
of their merchandise. As a matter of fact, we know ot 
one case where a large chain actually pays more money 
than the regular retailer for delivery of shipments under 
$15.00 to their stores. 

“We believe it is absolutely impossible for cooperatives 
to give a manufacturer a selling service as they employ no 
salesmen and consequently \make no effort to move any 
merchandise expect as requested by the retailer. This surely 
does not constitute a selling service to the manufacturer. 

“Naturally, the buyers of chain stores are not going to 
push items which are not their own. There is, therefore, 
but one logical method of distribution and that is through 
a direct selling agent plant which could more economically 
be done through the service jobbers. 

“The expense of a selling agency is greater than that of 
a jobber handling a complete line. If this were not so, the 
many large manufacturers distributing today through the 
service jobber would long ago have discontinued this system 
and adopted the direct selling plan.” 

C. A. Prickitt, of The Upjohn Co. is of the view that: 
“Your editorial of July 12th on “Jobbing Service”, re- 
flects a condition of greatest importance to the manufac- 
turer whose sales depend on consumer demand, and whose 
organization has not provided for visiting and selling the 
retailer direct. 

“The growth of our business comes from physicians 
prescriptions, hence the retail druggist is prompted by 
competition to maintain adequate stock and replenish it 
quickly. Whichever’ channel the retailer designates 
through which to receive his Upjohn requiremcnts, de- 
termines our route for his supplies. If he finds one chan- 
nel clogged, he directs us to change. 

“Our representatives visit all retail druggists at regular 
intervals. If their jobbing service is unsatisfactory, we 
are ready to supply them direct regardless of the amount 
of their needs.” 

“Permit me to say that the analysis of the jobbing situa- 
tion, as outlined in Druc Myrkets of July 12th, is indeed 
a true situation for those whose products are brought to the 
attention of the public by advertising throughi the retail 
drug trade,” writes H. F. Kuhn, of Drug Products Co. 

“Our products are not advertised to the public nor sold 
at retail and are only designed either for the dispensing 
physician who prescribes and for this reason regret very 
much that we can be of no further service in adding to 
your already comprehensive survey.” 

W. A. Seatar, of Los Angeles Drug Co., briefly states “I 
am heartily in accord with the sentiment expressed in your 
editorial and believe that the time is not far off when the 
co-operative idea in the drug business will prevail, for it is 
obviously the only solution and salvation of the independent 
retail store in his competition with the chain stores situa- 
tion.”

Britain’s Dangerous Drugs 


The Report to the League of Nations by the British Gov- 
ernment on the traffic in opium and other dangerous drugs 
for 1926 describes in detail the working during the past year 
of the system of control instituted in this country over the 
importation, exportation, manufacture and sale of these 
drugs. The Report begins with a few explanatory notes on 
the chief provisions of the Regulations introduced last year, 
viz.:—(1) The constitution of two medical tribunals; (2) 
the requirements that the “total amount of the drug,” j, e,, 
the total amount of the morphine, etc., to be supplied must 
be specified in prescriptions; (3) the measures taken to 
prevent addicts from obtaining concurrent supplies of these 
drugs from two or more doctors; (4) that all doctors 
and not only those who dispense these drugs as well as 
dentists and veterinary surgeons, must keep records of 
their purchases of dangerous drugs; (5) that every retail 
chemist is required to keep his drugs in a locked receptacle 
of which the key must be kept by himself or a qualified as- 
sistant. Mention is made that the embargo on the im- 
portation of dangerous drugs products manufactured by 
F. Hoffmann La Roche & Co., Ltd., Basle, was removed 
during the past year. 

The report proceeds to deal with particular drugs under 
their respective headings. In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that in each case it is stated that it is proposed at a 
later date to furnish data regarding the home consumption 
of each of these drugs. 


The amounts imported were:—(1) Crude morphine, 995 
oz.; (2) morphine alkaloid, nil; (3) salts of morphine, 7,-

preparations, 265 oz. These figures include 6,938 oz. of salts 
which formed part of illicit consignments seized in the 
Far East and sent to the United Kingdom for disposal. A 
considerable proportion of the balance consisted of re-im- 
ports of quantities previously exported from the country 
and returned for various reasons. In addition, 69,210 oz. 
of crude morphine was imported, of which 68,215 oz. 
came from India. The firms licensed to manufacture 
morphine were .J F. Macfarlan & Co., 93 and 109 Ab- 
beyhill, Edinburgh, and T. & H. Smith, Ltd., Blandfield 
Chemical Works, Wheatfield Road, Edinburgh. The 
total amount of morphine manufactured during the year, 
i. e., the gross amount manufactured, less the amount con- 
verted into codeine, diacetylmorphine, eta, during tthe 
— was 1,266 oz. of the alkaloid and 96,236 oz. of the 
salts. 


The amounts exported were:—(1) Morphine, 455 02. : 
(2) salts of morphine, 63,433 0z.; (3) morphine or salts 
of morphine contained in preparations, 9,401 oz. On total 
the exports are down by 22,437 oz. (73,289 oz. compared 
with 95,726 oz. in 1926). Most of this decrease is on the 
exports to European countries, the chief decreases being 
865 oz. On the other hand, exports to Switzerland show 
to Belgium, 3,032 oz., to France, 5,951 oz., to Germany, 7,- 
an increase of 5, 537 oz.

New Headquarters Building for Washington Discussed—Research Labora- 
tories, Museum, Library and Auditorium to be Features of Building. 


(Special to Druc Markets) 
St. Louis, Aug. 23—During the 


Jubilee session of American Pharma- 
ceutical Association which opened on 
Monday, T. J. Bradley, dean of 
Massachusetts College of Pharmacy 
and president of the association, an- 
nounced that the plans for the new 
national headquarters building to be 
erected in Washington, D. C., will be 
discussed at the St. Louis sessions, 
which will last one week and will be 
attended by pharmacists, educators, 
state officials, plant scientists, and re- 
search workers from all over the 
country. The National Association 
of Boards of Pharmacy, the Ameri- 
can Association of Colleges of Phar- 
macy, and the National Conference of 
Pharmaceutical Research will hold 
their annual conventions during the 
same period. 

The Headquarters will contain re- 
search laboratories, a national mus- 
eum of pharmacy and_ chemistry, 
offices of national associations, a li- 
brary, and an auditorium where the 
principal’ pharmaceutical conventions 
will be held. Funds for its con- 
struction were contributed by phar- 
macists in every State. 

The museum will house exhibits of 
the natural drug resources of the Na- 
tion as well as those of foreign coun- 
tries, history, education, and botani- 
cal science being featured. The equip- 
ment will include the Dohme Memo- 
rial Research Laboratory to be es- 
tablished through a gift of $10,000 
from Dr. A. R. L. Dohme of Balti- 
more in memory of his _ father, 
Charles E. Dohme, and of his uncle, 
Louis Dohme, who played an import- 
ant part in the early history of phar- 
macy in the United States. 

House of Delegates of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association con- 
vened today and in the evening the 
annual presidential address was de- 
livered by Dean Bradley. 

Practical pharmacy, chemistry, his- 
torical pharmacy, education, and 
legislation will be among the sub- 
jects for discussion at the jubilee 
sessions. The woman’s section of the 
Association will take part. 

Joint assembly of National Asso- 


ciation Boards of Pharmacy and 
American Association of Colleges of 
Pharmacy was held today :and plans 
for improving conditions relating to 
the education and registration of 
pharmacy were taken up. 





PHARMACY RESEARCH 


U. S. research workers in phar- 
macy now number 401, according to 
a census just completed b the Na- 
tional Conference on Pharmaceutical 
Research, of which Henry V. Arny, 
professor of chemistry in the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy of Columbia Uni- 
versity, is chairman. The 1927 count 
shows an increase of 104 over 1926, 
and of 162 over 1925. The Drug 
Trade Bureau of Public Information 
makes public the results of the cen- 
sus, which Prof. Arny formally an- 
nounced at the Diamond Jubilee meet- 
ing of American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, in St. Louis Aug. 22. 

“For the first time,’ the announce- 
ment says, “the census represents a 
really thorough survey of the field. 
Practically every college of phar- 
macy where research work is per- 
formed and practically every first- 
class pharmaceutical manufacturing 
corporation is now included in the 
list. The 401 research workers are 
classified as follows: Pharmaceutical 
teachers and students, 181; manu- 
facturing pharmacists, 138; non- 
pharmaceutical teachers and students 
(chemists and pharmacologists), 31; 
practicing chemists, 8; governmental 
scientists, doing pharmaceutical re- 
search, 17; pharmacists engaged in 
medical school work, 4; retail phar- 
macists, 12; wholesale druggists, 5; 
hospital pharmacists 5.” 





BALTIMORE DRUG TRADE 


Census Bureau reports show that 
Baltimore wholesale drug establish- 
ments numbered 35, employing °799 
persons, with aggregate annual 
salaries of $1,167,100. Their aver- 
age inventory for the year was $1,- 
801,000 and net sales amounted to 
$16,716,800. Average sales per es- 
tablishment were $477,623. 

Retail drug stores totaled 367 and 
employed 1,681 persons, of whom 
364 were firm members and proprie- 


tors. Salaries and wages amounted 
to $1,424,300. The average inven- 
tory for the year was $1,858,300 and 
net sales amounted to $11,059,800. 
Average sales per establishment 
were $30,222. The drug stores rep- 
resented one store for each 2,202 
persons in the city’s population.

U. S. FISHERIES ASSN. 
PROBES CODLIVER OIL 


The Scientific Division of the 
United States Fisheries Association 
is undertaking to standardize trade 
terms and improve trade practices 
in the codliver oil industry. A pro- 
gram with this end in view has been 
inaugurated, and an investigation of 
the industry is being conducted by 
Dr. Arthur D. Holmes, of E. L. 
Patch Co., Boston, who is in charge 
of the Dietetic Section of the Scien- 
tific Division Committee of the 
United States Fisheries Association. 

At the annual convention of the 
Fisheries Association held last 
week, time was not found in the 
last minute rush to have Dr. 
Holmes render his report. How- 
ever, the work will be continued.

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CAP PATENT VALID 
BUT NOT INFRINGED 


The decision rendered by Circuit 
Court of Appeals, refused to up- 
hold the claim of American Metal 
Cap Co., in their suit of infringe- 
ment by Anchor Cap & Closure 
Corp. This ruling reversed the 
opinion of the lower court and 
while the upper court recognized 
and assumed the validity of the pat- 
ent, it declared that the patent was 
not sufficiently extended nor prop- 
erly prepared to protect and pre- 
vent infringement as in this case. 

The cap in question, is of malle- 
able sheet metal construction, con- 
taining a disk or a cork in the un- 
der side of the top and is equipped 
with a corrugated flange. The 
flange is corrugated vertically and 
its lower edge is rolled outwardly 
into a completely tubular bead. In 
order to secure a tight grasp on a 
bottle, to provide reenforcement 
and resist deflections and strains, 
projections, commonly called lugs, 
are furnished. These lugs are de- 
rived from the inner surface of the 
coiled bead, by flattening it at the 
desired points at intervals, inclining 
horizontally, to adhere snugly to 
bottle threads in the same plane. 
By this process, a multiwalled pro- 
jection, is produced, also enabling 
the cap to maintain the same 
amount of pressure upon the bottle 
opening, at all times. The lugs are 
also resilient, so that they may be 
ably fitted to bottles of varying di- 
mensions, and by this construction, 
are inset very tightly, permitting a 
firm grip on the bottle and yet 
yielding so as to fit perfectly on 
jars slightly greater than the de- 
signed diameter of the cap. 

The defendant’s cap was found 
to be of general, similar character 
and construction as the one de- 
scribed. The flange was corrugated 
in the same manner and the dissimi- 
larity upon which the court based 
its verdict, occurred in the forma- 
tion of the bead and lugs. Con- 
trary to the plaintiff's method of 
manufacture, by producing a cap 
from a circular piece of metal, the 
Anchor cap is made from a disk 
having four segments extending at 
90 degrees angles from the circum- 
ference. Consequently, when the 
ultimate shape of the cap is made, 
and the bead rolled, the circular 
shape of the bead is distorted and 
the four excess pieces of metal are 
left protruding. Thus, when these 
extensions are pushed inwardly, 
a lug is formed having the thick- 
ness of only one piece of metal 
whereas the patentee’s projections 
are composed of two and three walls 
to embrace the threads of the bot- 
tle. Concurrent with this variance, 
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the regularity of the circle of the 
bead is broken. This was another 
basis for the plaintiff’s action, but 
in summing their decision the court 
opined that these could only be de- 
tected with the aid of a micrometer 
and as patents deals with the func- 
tions of things and with their Capa- 
city to serve human purposes, the 
refinements of micrometry are ir- 
relevant when they do not disclose 
the differences of function. Upon 
these bases, the complaint was dis- 
missed. — 
ARGENTINE DRUG 
WHOLESALERS UNITE 


That wholesale druggists of Ar- 
gentina are faced with the same prob- 
lems as confront the wholesalers in 
this country, is evident from the fact 
that they have formed an organiza- 
tion to restrict the number of pro- 
prietary remedies and toilet prepara- 
tions sold in their country, claiming 
that under present conditions they 
have to handle too many items. The 
full statement from Assistant Com- 
mercial Attache H. B. Mackenzie 
Buenos Aires. follows: 

There has recently been organized 
in Buenos Aires the Association Na- 
cional de Drogueria, an organization 
of the leading wholesale dealers in the 
drug trade in Argentina. The avow- 
ed purpose of the organization is to 
restrict the number of proprietary 
remedies, toilet preparations, etc. sold 
in Argentina. The wholesale drug- 
gists feel that they are forced to 
handle too large a number of -items 
and complain that in 1926 alone about 
1,200 new articles of this nature were 
approved for sale by the National 
Department of Hygiene. It is the 
plan of the Association to establish 
a Board of its own to which the 
manufacturers must submit and se- 
cure approval of his product before 
it will be purchased by any member 
of the Association. This plan is not 
yet in operation and it is a question 
whether or not it can be made effec- 
tive. 


HENRY DOERR DEAD 

Henry Doerr, president Minne- 
apolis Drug Co., Minneapolis, died 
Aug. 10. He was_ seventy-four 
years old. Mr. Doerr was born in 
Milwaukee, Sept. 15, 1853, and re- 
ceived his early education at the 
Milwaukee Academy. In 1868 he 
moved to La Crosse, Wis., then to 
Red Wing, Minn., and later formed 
a partnership with Henry Winecke 
in the Cigar business. In 1907, the 
wholesale branch of Winecke & 
Doerr was merged with the Lyman 
Eliel Co., and the Kennedy-Andrews 
Drug Co., wholesale druggists, and 
Mr. Doerr became the head of the 
consolidated business.

Drug Companies Show Increased Earning 


Vick Chemical, United Drug, City and Sterling Report on Second Quarter, 
Six and Twelve Months—Improvement Due to Reduced Costs and 
Better Margin of Profit—Dividends Increased—Better Sales In For- 


eign Countries. 





Four drug companies doing busi- 
ness on a large scale show increased 
profits in recent months. Vick Chemi- 
cal Co. enjoyed one of the best years 
in its history, showing net profits of 
$12,143,626 after depreciation and 
federal taxes, equivalent to $5.35 a 
share earned on 400,000 shares of no 
par value, compared with $2,121,135 
or $5.30 a share in previous years. 

As a result of this showing, the 
dividend was increased from $3.50 a 
share to $4 a share a year in July 
by declaration of $1 quarterly divi- 
dend. The company’s trademarks 
and goodwill are carried at $1 on the 
books. Laboratories are situated at 
Greensboro, N. C., and Philadelphia. 
The company is paying much atten- 
tion to its foreign field, development 
of which began in Canada in 1922. 
It also is distributing its products in 
the British Isles, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, and is en- 
joying substantial sales in Mexico ; 
and altogether, distribution is going 
on in approximately fifty foreign 
countries. 

United Drug Co. made a better 
showing in the second quarter of this 
year than in the first. Net for com- 
mon, after all charges but federal 
taxes and after preferred dividends, 
was $1,047,422, or $2.72 per share on 
380,638 common shares $100 par, an 
improvement of almost 40% over the 
net of $751,575 or $1.95 in the first 
three months. This meant that the

At this time, buying in the fine 
chemical market remains light and of 
a conservative nature and the only 
attribute to whatever life is possessed 
by the market, is anticipation of the 
heavy, Fall business. Of particular 
significance in the market, is the ner- 
vous position of menthol. Since our 
last report, fluctuations were sharp 
and supplies were very scarce. Some 
importers are decidedly short in their 
commitments and do not have suff- 
cient supplies to cover their pledged 
deliveries. The condition of the 
market is highly excited and the im- 
mediate market will probably reveal 
an advance, despite efforts by im- 
porters to hold it down in effort to 
cover their shortages at low figures. 
Surely, menthol to-day is priced at 
the buyers advantage.

Espionage Branded Unfair Competition 





Federal Trade Commission Issues “Cease and Desist” Order Against 
Seeking Information as to Facilities, Capacities and Deliveries of 


Competitors Customers. 





Any system of espionage! used by 
a company to obtain information as 
to facilities, operations or customers 
of a competitor without its consent, 
is an unfair practice in competition, 
the Federal Trade Commission stated 
on August 19. 

This announcement was made in 
connection with an order to cease and 
desist, issued against the Philip Carey 
Manufacturing Co. Lockland, O. The 
order also prohibits the circulation 
of misleading statements regarding 
either the products of a competitor, 
or the competitor’s ability to fill or- 
ders and make deliveries. 

The Commissioner’s statement, in- 
cluding the order, follows: 

Use of any system of espionage by 
a company to obtain information as 
to facilities, capacities, operations or 
customers of a competitor without its 
consent is classed as an unfair prac- 
tice in competition by the Federal 
Trade Commission, it is announced in 
connection with the issuance of an 
order to cease and desist to the Philip 
Carey Manufacturing Co., of Lock- 
land, O., manufacturers of expansion 
joints used in paving. 

Circulation of misleading  state- 
ments regarding the ability of a com- 
petitors to fill orders or make deliv- 
eries, or concerning the acceptableness 
or adaptability for the use intended 
of his product, or with reference to 
his financial standing, business or 
business methods, is prohibited also 
in the commission’s order. 

The Commission’s order to cease 
and desist is as follows: 

It is therefore ordered that re- 
spondents, Philip Carey Manu fac- 
turing Co. and Philip Carey Co., their 
officers, agents and employees, cease 
and desist from directly or indirect- 
ly: 

1. Employing or using any system 
of espionage whereby officers, agents 
or employees of respondent corpora- 
tions or either of them, obtain or seek 
to obtain information as to the fa- 
cilities, capacities, operations or cus- 
tomers of any competitor. 

2. Circulating, representing or 
publishing or causing to be circulated, 


represented or published among pur- 


chasers or prospective purchasers, 
any false, deceptive or misleading 
statement concerning the ability of 
any competitor to fill orders or make 
deliveries. 

3. Circulating, representing or pub- 
lishing or causing to be circulated, 


represented or published among pur- 
chasers or prospective purchasers, 
any false, deceptive or misleading 
statement of or concerning the ac- 
ceptableness or adaptability for the 
use intended of the product of any 
competitor. 


4. Circulating, representing or 
publishing or causing to be circu- 
lated, represented or published among 
purchasers or prospective purchasers, 
any false, deceptive or misleading 
statement concerning the financial 
standing, the business or business 
methods of any competitor. 





ITALIAN OILS WEAK 


During the last three months Lon- 
don has been taking about one and 
a half times the quantities of lemon 
oil that New York has and inquiries 
coming from the States are scarce and 
bids too low to be negotiable. 


Demand for lemon oil during the 
last two months has been far from 
satisfactory and business as reflected 
on the local market has been decided- 
ly dull. As a consequence, producers 
have gradually reduced their prices, 
but the weaker market has not en- 
couraged buying. The total amount 
of lemon oil exported during the first 
six months of 1927 is less than that 
shipped during the corresponding 
period of 1926, so that a fair amount 
of oil must still remain in the hands 
of producers; in fact, there is any- 
thing but a shortage. The! crop of 
summer lemons is excellent and fair 
quantities of these will be used for 
the pressing of lemon oil, a fact 
which is already exercising a de- 
pressing influence on the market. As 
a matter of interest, it is worthy of 
note that a few producers are pre- 
pared to contract for new crop lemon 
oil. 


Sweet - orange oil, records of 
prices show small variation in the 
last' two month’s although it might 
have been expected that a down- 
ward movement in sympathy with 
lemon oil would have occurred. It 
appears that one of the reasons for 
this stability is due to the late ar- 
rivals of shipments of Californian 
sweet orange oil, stocks of which do 
not seem to be _ plentiful.

Poison Cosmetic Bill Planned 





Senator Copeland of New York, Physician and Former Health Commis- 
sioner Obtaining Information on Subject Preparatory to Drafting of 


Bill. 

A bill to prohibit interstate com- 
merce in cosmetics containing poison- 
ous ingredients will be introduced by 
Senator Copeland (Dem.), of New 
York, in the next Congress, the Sena- 
tor announced orally. The Senator 
is a physician and was formerly 
Commissioner of Health in New 
York City. 

For the present, the Senator said, 
he has not decided upon the exact 
language of his bill nor is he sure 
what administrative machinery will 
be proposed to enforce it. 

“T am seeking and receiving a vast 
amount of information on this sub- 
ject,” he said. “The situation is 
very complicated and presents con- 
siderable difficulties in determining 
methods of enforcement. There is, 
of course, no desire to injure the 
business of reputable manufacturers 
and I anticipate these men will give 
hearty cooperation and. valuable ad- 
vice. We know, however, that manv 
cosmetics now being manufactured 
and sold contain harmful substances 
and that situation should be remedied 
in so far as it is in the power of the 
Federal Government to control it 
through its power of regulating inter- 
state commerce. Of course, we can- 
not touch the problem of intrastate 
trade in such articles.” 


The Senator exhibited a copy of a 
bill which was recently before the 
Legislature of New York and which, 
he said, in broad outline seems to 
meet the requirements of Federal 
legislation as to definition of poison- 
ous ingredients, and also as to the 
requirement of a sworn statement 
from the manufacturer or com- 
pounder ag to the contents, but not 
the exact chemical formula, of each 
cosmetic. Jt is probable, he — said, 
that Federal licenses or permit num- 
bers would be required for all cos- 
metics in interstate commerce if his 
bill is enacted. The sections of the 
New York bill which the Senator 
quoted and which, he said, would 
probably form the broad basis for his 
own bill, with necessary adaptions to 
meet Federal enforcement reauire- 
ments, follows in full text: 


Cosmetics to be labeled, contens. 
No cosmetic preparation to be used 
as a hair dye, hair tonic, dye remover, 
face bleach, face cream, face powder, 
rouge, mouth wash, toilet water, or 
depilatory, shall be sold, offered, or 
exposed for sale, or given away un- 
less the package or container have 
affixed to it a label, in a form to be 





prescribed by the Commissioner ef 
Agriculture and Markets _ stating: 
“The formula from which this pre- 
paration is made contains no lead 
mixtures, aniline derivatives, paro- 
phenylendiamin, bichloride of mer- 
cury, ammoniated silver nitrate, ar- 
senic or caustic substances.” Such 
label shall also state the name and 
address of the manufacturer or com- 
pounder and the year when the arti- 
cle was manufactured or compound- 
ed, together but need not state the 
quantities. 

Any person who shall sell or offer 
or expose for sale or give away any 
such cosmetic preparation which on 
chemical analysis is found to contain 
any of the prohibited ingredients in 
a quantity sufficient to be injurious to 
health or any person who shall sell.. 
offer, or expose for sale or give away 
any such cosmetic not so labeled, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, punish- 
able on conviction by a fine of not 
exceeding $500 or imprisonment in a 
county jail or penitentiary for not 
exceeding six months or by both 
fine and imprisonment. The Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets shall be in charge of the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this 
article.

ZINC MADE HARMLESS 
FOR COSMETIC USE 


Use of zinc preparations in the 
manufacture of cosmetics, which in 
years past has been construed by 
medical science as harmful to the 
human body, has been rendered 
harmless as a result of progress 
made in eliminating impurities in 
the zinc compounds, according to 
an oral statement made recently 
by Assistant Surgeon General of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, Dr. C. C. Pierce. 

Formerly, Dr. Pierce said, some 
cosmetics containing zinc prepara- 
tions were considered poisonous. 
It was not known to the medical pro- 
fession at that time, he said, that 
these harmful effects were due to 
impurities in the zinc compounds, 
which since have been eliminated. 
’ An article to the effect that pre- 
parations of zinc used in_ the 
manufacture of cosmetics were de- 
trimental was printed in a_ recent 
issue of The United States 
Daily, based on a statement from 
the Public Health Service. State- 
ments made in that article, Dr. 
Pierce declared since, were based 
upon experimental work of a num- 
ber of years ago, but, he added, re- 
cent research literature on the sub- 
ject “gives insufficient evidence on 
which to ascribe serious harmful 
effects to the use of cosmetics 
made from pure zinc compounds 
alone.”

a number of years ago. At that 
time the poisonous effects attribut- 
ed to zinc compounds were not 
known to be due to impurities, such 
as lead and arsenic then frequently 
contained in zine preparations. 
Recent research literature on the 
subject of zinc preparations gives 
insufficient evidence on which to 
ascribe serious harmful effects to 
the use of cosmetics made from 
pure zinc compounds alone.”

ADULTERATED LEMON OIL 

Eli Lilly, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Medicinal Products. N. 
W. D. A., reports on imported cit- 
rus oils with special reference to 
lemon oil: 

“Too little is known by consum- 
ers of the real conditions in Italy 
relative to the many grades of lem- 
on oil marketed. It is for the ul- 
timate consumer to say whether the 
present widespread adulterations 
shall continue; and they will con- 
tinue as long as the buyer evalu- 
ates the product on its cost price 
to him rather than upon the service 
each lot of oil will give. The dif- 
ference between a pure and clever- 
ly adulterated oil is generally not 
noticeable at first but after a pe- 
riod of ageing, particularly in the 
finished product, the pure oil shows 
its superiority. This may explain 
why many lemon flavored products 
appear satisfactory when freshly 
made and, reaching the customer 
after deterioration has started, fail 
to enjoy repeat business. 





MISLED EMPLOYEE 
SECURES DAMAGES 
Lion Oil Refining Co. of Arkan- 
sas appealed a suit by Charles Al- 
britton, an employee, injured while 
working for the company. U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, eighth 
circuit decided that a release signed 
by the employee was void and can- 
celled it on the ground that the phy- 
sician who examined him said his 
injuries were slight and temporary 
while they proved to be serious and 
permanent. The man claimed that 
he was misled by representation of 
the company and signed the release 
of the company from liability for 
damages under a misunderstanding. 
The court held the release was not 
binding owing to the permanency 
of the injuries.

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CHILE SERUM LAW 


For the purpose of controlling the 
quality of animal serums and vac- 
cines, a Decree Law (No. 696) was 
promulgated on May 27, 1927, re- 
quiring previous authorization from 
the Chilean Ministry of Agriculture 
on all biological products offered for 
sale in this country. 

Herewith is a translation of the 
pertinent part of the legislation re- 
ferred to: 

“1. No biological products (vac- 
cines), excepting those elaborated by 
the Biological Institute of the Na- 
tional Agricultural Society, may be 
sold by commerce without previous 
authorization from the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

Such authorization will be granted 
after the product has been submitted 
to the official control of the Labora- 
tory of the Veterinary Investigation 
Service”. 

2. “In case of dissatisfaction 
with the result of the analysis, the 
interested party may, at his own ex- 
pense, have a new examination car- 
ried out by the Biological Institute 
of the National Agricultural Society, 
he being entitled to name, if he so 
desires, any expert in whom he has 
confidence to watch the operations in 
both laboratories”. 

3. “A period of two months from 
the date of the present decree is 
granted so that commercial houses 
and private manufacturers of bio- 
logical products may secure the re- 
spective authorization and have the 
necessary analysis or experiments 
carried out with the products they 
wish to sell”. 


Following a tip from Hongkong 
to the effect that 1,000 cases ot 
opium had been smuggled aboard 
the liner President Taft, customs 
officers made an_ especially close 
search of that vessel when she 
reached San Francisco and 
rewarded by locating eight hundred 
and eighty cans of the contraband 
hidden in a ventilator. The seizure 
is the‘ third largest ever made on 
the Pacific Coast, the largest hav- 
ing been made in 1923, when four- 
teen hundred cans of opium were 
discovered on the liner Nanking.

Aloe, aloe succotrina, a lilaceous plant the thickened 
juice of which is used for medicinal purposes, and from 
which, with the action of nitric acid on the plant, aloetic 
acid is made, is grown principally on the island of Aruba, 
the second largest of the Dutch islands in the West 
Indies. Small quantities are also raised and exported 
from Bonaire and Curacao. 

The principal aloe producing districts of the world are 
the Transvaal, Barbados, Aruba, Bonaire and Curacao. 

In the West Indies a cultivated field will produce for 
approximately twenty years, the first crop being har- 
vested about two years after the original planting, and 
yielding an average of 275 gallons of juice to each two 
and one half acres.
